A FEW NOTES ON GROWING CLEMATIS 


Clematis thrives best in a rich garden loam of rather light texture. Applications of 
water during dry periods will help to keep the plants in a healthy condition. The 
addition of well-decomposed cow-manure, or any other animal manure or bonemeal, 
worked well into the soil, will supply the necessary plant nutrients. 


Clematis should be planted with the collar of the plant at least 2 to 3 inches below 
the surface of the soil. It is not necessary to cultivate clematis, and, in fact, the roots 
resent it. It might be of interest to state that clematis plants have withstood a 
temperature of 40 degrees below zero without injury when a protective mulch had 
been used. It is the alternate freezing and thawing during the winter months that 
does harm to plants, hence the reason for using a mulch.

FOR FLOWERING SHRUBS 


PLANNING—The average shrub is planted 
8 ft. apart; the largest ones 4 ft. Consider 
earefully where you intend planting and 
select your varieties accordingly. Don’t plant 
a variety that eventually grows 10-12 ft. 
high beneath or in front of a window or 
porch. Watch sun or shade. 

ON ARRIVAL—If it is impossible to plant 
at once, unwrap carefully, store in a cool 
place or better yet cover the roots with 
ground. Do not allow roots to dry out in 
sun or wind. 


PLANTING—Dig a_ hole one-third larger 


than will comfortably accommodate the 
roots. Any good friable soil that is not water 
logged is satisfactory. One-half pound of 


Bonemeal not in contact with any part of the 
plant but mixed in the soil is useful. Be 
sure to thoroughly tramp the ground about 
the roots. 

WATERING—Water copiously and _ plenti- 
fully especially after growth has started. 


FERTILIZING—Well rotted manure in fall 
and a level handful of 4-12-4 fertilizer every 
60 days is beneficial. 

TRIMMING—Trim only after flowering and 
then cut out only the old browned wood. Re- 
moving the older wood and encouraging the 
new keeps the bush from growing too tall 
and makes for more flowers. 
PROTECTION—While no winter protection 
is needed, a check-up to see that all roots 
are well covered will help. Keep your plants 
healthy by watering and fertilizing regularly.

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THE RARE FRANKLINIA 


(Franklinia Alatamaha—Gordonia 
Alatamaha) 


This exquisite fall flowering tree was 
brought in 1777 from the banks of the 
Alatamaha River in Georgia to Bar- 
tram’s garden in Philadelphia. John Bar- 
tram, recognizing its extraordinary 
beauty and value, named it in honor of 
his lifelong friend, Benjamin Franklin. 
The original grove of Franklin trees was 
again visited in 1790, but from that day 
to this no one has seen these trees grow- 
ing in the wild though many expeditions 
have searched the banks of the Alatam- 
aha for it. 


Each twig develops at its tip a cluster 
of buds of graduated size, like overgrown 
greenish pearls. Early in August the 
largest of these attain the size of mar- 
bles. Then the guard petal folds back, 
still retaining its firm spherical form. 
From its shelter emerge four other pet- 
als, satiny, snowy white elaborately 
frilled and pleated. The snowy, frilly 
chalice, three inches in diameter, holds a 
sumptuous mass of orange gold stamens 
and breathes forth a delicate, balmy 
fragrance. 


Fach flower lasts two or three days and 
then drops cleanly. There is a constant 
succession of bloom till hard frost. We 
frequently get the unusual effect of a 
tree clad in crimson autumn foliage and 
abundently starred with white flowers. 


The Franklinia begins blooming 
when not more than three or four feet 
high. Young trees under favorable con- 
ditions increase in height a foot or more 
each season. Specimens thirty feet high 
are known. It develops naturally with 
several trunks, but may easily be trained 
to a single trunk by removing the 
sprouts which start from the base.
